On  the  25th 
anniversary 
of  CIUS  and 
beyond 

In  the  2001-2002  academic  year, 
CIUS  marked  the  quarter-century 
since  its  founding  with  a series  of 
special  events  and  lectures.  The  anniver- 
sary year  began  with  a roundtable  dis- 
cussion on  the  current  state  and  future 
of  Ukrainian  studies.  It  ended  in  April 
2002  with  a conference  on  Ukrainians 
in  Canada  between  the  two  world  wars, 
and  a banquet  honouring  the  founders 
of  the  Institute.  This  issue  of  our  Annual 
Review  contains  summaries  and  brief  re- 
ports on  these  events. 

Taken  as  whole,  the  special  events,  lec- 
tures, conference,  and  especially  the  ban- 
quet, which  crowned  the  anniversary 
year,  provided  opportunities  for  both 
celebration  and  reflection.  They  served 
to  remind  us  that  CIUS  came  into  exist- 
ence to  advance  the  study  of  Ukraine, 
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Ukrainians,  and  Ukrainians  in  Canada. 
Since  its  foundation,  the  Institute  has 
met  these  needs  by  organising  and  spon- 
soring conferences  and  lectures,  award- 
ing scholarships  and  grants,  and  espe- 
cially through  research  and  publishing. 

During  its  first  quarter  century,  CIUS 
published  over  120  books  and  60  re- 
search reports;  compiled,  along  with  the 
Shevchenko  Scientific  Society,  the  five- 
volume  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine;  and 
developed  materials  for  teachers  and 
students  in  the  Ukrainian-English  bilin- 
gual school  system.  While  research  and 
publishing  will  remain  a mainstay,  in 
the  next  several  years  CIUS  will 
change  its  publishing  focus  somewhat 
by  increasingly  utilising  electronic 
means  of  dissemination.  This  process 
is  already  underway. 

The  five-volume  Encyclopedia  of 
Ukraine  (1984-93)  was  a major  CIUS 
project,  and  its  completion  in  2001 
marked  a milestone  in  Ukrainian 
scholarship  worldwide.  The  publication 
in  2001  by  CIUS  Press  of  a volume  con- 
taining a name  index  and  errata  culmi- 
nated the  print  edition  project.  That 
same  year,  the  encyclopedia  staff  began 
developing  the  website  of  the  Internet 
Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  (IEU) 
<www.encyclopediaofukraine.com>. 
Building  on  existing  accomplishments, 
this  new  project  aims  to  make  available 
a revised  and  continuously  updated  on- 
line version  of  the  encyclopedia.  When 
completed,  the  IEU  will  allow  anyone 
with  access  to  a computer  and  the 
Internet  to  get  the  most  up-to-date  in- 
formation in  English  on  Ukraine, 
Ukrainians,  and  things  Ukrainian 
worldwide. 

In  2002,  the  Ukrainian  Language  Edu- 


cation Centre  launched  the  Ukrainian 
Knowledge  Internet  Portal  Project  (UKIP) 
<www.ualberta.ca/~ukip>,  which  aims  to 
develop  online  Ukrainian  language  and 
heritage  resources  for  the  teaching  and 
study  of  Ukrainian  language  and  culture. 

The  successful  completion  of  these 
two  new  projects,  which  are  outlined  in 
the  newsletter,  will  result  in  widespread 
access  to  much-needed  online  resources 
and  learning  tools  over  the  Internet. 
However,  proper  project  development 
will  require  additional  resources  beyond 
those  currently  at  our  disposal.  It  is  my 
hope  that  our  readers  and  donors  will 
be  generously  supportive  of  the  start- 
up of  these  two  exciting  and  immensely 
important  projects. 

This  newsletter  also  contains  articles 
on  special  events,  and  projects  associ- 
ated with  or  sponsored  by  CIUS  and  its 
constituent  units,  including  a report  on 
the  archaeological  excavations  under- 
taken in  Baturyn  (the  destroyed  capital 
of  the  Ukrainian  Cossack  hetman  Ivan 
Mazepa),  which  received  funding  from 
the  Kowalsky  Programme.  In  2002,  the 
Ukrainian- Canadian  Programme  spon- 
sored the  conference  “A  Rock  and  a Hard 
Place”,  which  examined  the  history  of 
Ukrainians  in  Canada  during  the  inter- 
war period,  which  is  also  reported  on  in 
the  review.

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CIUS  celebrates  and

CIUS  capped  off  its  25th 
anniversary  year  with  a banquet 
honouring  its  founders  on  13 
April  2002.  During  the  programme,  spe- 
cial recognition  was  given  to  Manoly 
Lupul,  CIUS’s  first  director,  and  promi- 
nent Ukrainian  community  leader  Pe- 
ter Savaryn  for  their  invaluable  contri- 
butions to  the  institute’s  founding.  Also 
recognized  for  their  roles  in  the  creation 
of  CIUS  were  the  late  Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky, 
Bohdan  Bociurkiw,  George  S.N.  Luckyj, 
and  Laurence  Decore.  The  banquet  also 
featured  a keynote  address  on  relations 


between  the  Province  of  Alberta  and 
Ukraine,  which  was  delivered  by  the 
Honourable  Halvar  Jonson,  Alberta’s 
Minister  of  International  and  Intergov- 
ernmental Relations. 

In  his  opening  remarks,  Dr.  Zenon 
Kohut,  the  current  CIUS  director,  noted 
that  the  creation  of  the  Institute  was  a 
response  to  the  Ukrainian  community’s 
need  to  preserve  its  historical  and  cul- 
tural values  during  a period  when  these 
were  being  suppressed  by  a totalitarian 
Soviet  regime,  at  the  same  time  that 
strong  assimilatory  pressures  were  erod- 


ing a Ukrainian  identity  in  Canada.  De- 
spite being  made  aware  of  these  threats, 
the  Canadian  academic  and  political 
communities  had  either  ignored  or  were 
hostile  to  community  desires  to  address 
them.  Dr.  Kohut  then  went  on  to  de- 
scribe the  efforts  of  the  CIUS  founders 
to  establish  the  Institute.  He  emphasised 
that  in  succeeding  they  had  “made  his- 
tory” by  opening  “an  unprecedented 
new  phase  in  the  development  of 
Ukrainian  studies  in  Canada  and  be- 
yond.” 

In  his  talk,  Dr.  Kohut  also  summarised 
the  Institute’s  many  accomplishments 
during  its  25 -year  existence,  and  con- 
cluded that  much  had  been  achieved  in 
the  face  of  numerous  challenges  and 
demands.  The  independence  of  Ukraine 
ten  years  ago,  Dr.  Kohut  noted,  modi- 
fied CIUS’s  role  from  that  of  a surro- 
gate for  Ukraine  to  an  institution  which 
would  help  the  development  of  Ukrain- 
ian studies  in  Ukraine  and  provide  in-

formation  on  Ukraine  to  the  Western 
scholarly,  government,  and  business 
communities.  He  pointed  out  that  al- 
though CIUS  adapted  to  changing  cir- 
cumstances, “it  never  wavered  from  its 
fundamental  mission  of  discovering, 
preserving,  and  disseminating  knowl- 
edge about  Ukraine  and  Ukrainians.” 

Dr.  Kohut  also  expressed  his  sincere 
gratitude  to  CIUS  donors  for  their  cru- 
cial support,  especially  during  difficult 
financial  times.  “Without  your  under- 
standing and  generosity,”  Dr.  Kohut 
maintained,  “the  Institute  would  be  a 
much  smaller,  less  effective,  and  less  vi- 
tal place.” 

In  his  address,  Roman  Senkus,  direc- 
tor of  CIUS  publications,  honoured  the 
late  Ivan  Lysiak-Rudnytsky,  Bohdan 
Bociurkiw,  George  Luckyj,  and  Laurence 
Decore.  Dr.  Rudnytsky,  a professor  of 
Ukrainian  and  East  European  history  at 
the  University  of  Alberta,  Dr. 
Bociurkiw,  a professor  of  political  sci- 
ence at  Carleton  University  in  Ottawa, 
and  Dr.  Luckyj,  a professor  of  Slavic  lan- 
guages and  literatures  at  the  University 
of  Toronto,  also  served  as  CIUS  associ- 
ate directors  and  advisors  to  Dr.  Lupul, 
the  Institute’s  first  director.  Laurence 
Decore,  a prominent  Edmonton  lawyer 
and  entrepreneur  in  the  early  1970s  who 
later  served  as  mayor  of  Edmonton  and 
leader  of  the  Liberal  Party  in  Alberta, 
while  president  of  Edmonton’s  Ukrain- 
ian Professional  and  Business  Club 
helped  lobby  the  Alberta  government  to 
fund  the  creation  of  CIUS.  Mr.  Senkus 
summarised  at  the  end  of  his  eulogistic 
address  that  “it  was  the  high  academic 
standards  and  contributions  of  profes- 
sors Luckyj,  Rudnytsky,  and  Bociurkiw, 
and  their  and  Mr.  Decore’s  support,  that 
determined  the  path  which  CIUS  took 
and  still  continues  on  in  many  respects 
in  Ukrainian  historical  and  literary 
studies  and  scholarly  publishing.” 

The  celebratory  high  point  of  the 
evening  revolved  around  the  presenta- 


tion of  awards  to  Manoly  Lupul  and 
Peter  Savaryn.  In  her  presentation  ad- 
dress to  Dr.  Lupul,  Dr.  Frances  Swyripa 
of  the  Department  of  History  and  Clas- 
sics at  the  University  of  Alberta  noted 
his  key  role  in  founding  CIUS,  and  also 
emphasised  his  work  to  promote 
Ukrainian  language  education,  Ukrain- 
ian and  Ukrainian-Canadian  studies, 
and  multiculturalism.  As  CIUS’s  first 
director,  she  remarked,  from  1976  to 
1986  Dr.  Lupul  “was  crucial  to  shaping 
its  early  public  and  scholarly  profiles.” 
Professor  Swyripa  described  Dr.  Lupul 
as  a dedicated  man  who  followed 
through  on  his  convictions  by  working 
tirelessly  and  by  galvanising  others,  not 
only  those  in  the  CIUS  office.  It  was 
Manoly  Lupul’s  conviction,  she  said,  of 
“the  contribution  of  Ukrainians  to  Ca- 
nadian life,  and  of  the  need  to  preserve 
the  Ukrainian  language  and  culture,” 
that  propelled  him  to  support  and  make 
valuable  contributions  to  the  develop- 
ment of  multiculturalism  in  Canada.  Dr. 
Lupul,  she  concluded,  was  an  individual 
who  had  risen  above  the  crowd  to  make 


an  impact  on  society. 

In  her  presentation  address  to  Peter 
Savaryn,  Marusia  Petryshyn  highlighted 
the  many  leadership  roles  that  Mr. 
Savaryn  had  taken  on  and  through 
which  he  promoted  the  idea  of  estab- 
lishing Ukrainian  language  education  in 
Alberta  and  a comprehensive  Ukrain- 
ian studies  programme  at  an  institution 
of  higher  learning  in  Canada.  He 
brought  this  vision  to  both  the  federal 
and  provincial  levels  of  government  as 
a leading  member  of  the  Ukrainian  Pro- 
fessional and  Business  Club  of  Edmon- 
ton and  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Com- 
mittee. As  a leading  Progressive  Con- 
servative Party  official  in  Alberta,  he  lob- 
bied his  fellow  party  colleagues  for  sup- 
port. When  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  of 
Alberta,  he  promoted  the  idea  of  a 
Ukrainian  institute  there.  Ms.  Petryshyn 
concluded  that  Mr.  Savaryn  had  “sown 
many  seeds,  which  resulted  in  the  crop 
that  was  the  Canadian  Institute  of 
Ukrainian  Studies.”  In  his  public  life,  she 
continued,  Mr.  Savaryn  always  acted  on 
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behalf  of  the  community.  His  “sense  of 
civic  duty,”  she  concluded,  “informed  all 
his  activities.” 

The  awards  presentations  to  Dr.  Lupul 
and  Mr.  Savaryn  were  followed  by  the 
keynote  address  of  the  banquet,  deliv- 
ered by  the  Honourable  Halvar  Jonson, 
Alberta’s  Minister  of  International  and 
Intergovernmental  Relations,  who  was 
introduced  by  the  Honourable  Gene 
Zwozdesky,  Minister  of  Community 
Development.  Focusing  on  the  prov- 
ince’s strong  ties  with  Ukraine,  Minis- 
ter Jonson’s  talk  began  by  summarising 
the  historical  bonds  and  activities  of 
Alberta-based  institutions  in  Ukraine 
since  independence.  He  then  elaborated 
on  more  recent  developments,  includ- 
ing decisions  taken  that  would  affect  re- 
lations  between  the  province  and 
Ukraine.  Following  his  comments  on 
the  work  of  the  Advisory  Council  on 
Alberta  Ukraine  Relations,  Mr.  Jonson 
announced  that  the  Council’s  initial 
one-year  mandate  would  be  renewed  for 
a three-year  period.  The  council  was

established  by  the  provincial  govern- 
ment in  late  2000  to  explore  opportu- 
nities for  cooperation  between  Alberta 
and  Ukraine,  and  to  strengthen  ties  be- 
tween their  two  governments.  The  min- 
ister also  announced  that  Alberta’s  pre- 
mier Ralph  Klein  would  be  undertak- 
ing a mission  to  Ukraine  later  that 
spring,  to  continue  building  on  ties  be- 
tween Alberta  and  Ukraine  and  to  ex- 
plore further  areas  of  potential  coopera- 
tion between  the  two  sides.  Halvar 
Jonson  ended  his  presentation  by  stress- 
ing the  “valuable  role”  of  CIUS  “in 
strengthening  our  understanding  and 
appreciation  of  Ukrainian  culture.” 
Also  speaking  at  the  banquet  was  Dr. 
Frank  Sysyn,  director  of  the  Peter  Jacyk 
Centre  for  Ukrainian  Historical  Research 
at  CIUS,  who  thanked  Minister  Jonson  on 
behalf  of  the  institute.  Both  Dr.  Lupul  and 
Peter  Savaryn  spoke  briefly  following  the 
bestowal  of  their  awards,  as  did  Dr. 
Oleksandra  Chernenko -Rudnytsky,  the 
widow  of  Dr.  Ivan  Lysiak-Rudnytsky.  Con- 
veying greetings  at  the  banquet  were  Dr. 


Gary  Kachanoski  (Vice-President,  Re- 
search, University  of  Alberta),  the  Hon- 
ourable David  Kilgour  (Secretary  of  State, 
Asia-Pacific,  Government  of  Canada),  and 
Janice  Melnychuk  (Councillor,  City  of 
Edmonton).  Opening  prayers  at  the  ban- 
quet were  conducted  by  His  Eminence 
Archbishop  John  Stinka,  Western  Diocese, 
Ukrainian  Orthodox  Church  of  Canada, 
while  the  Rt.  Reverend  Michael  Kowalchyk 
of  the  Ukrainian  Catholic  Eparchy  of  Ed- 
monton said  closing  prayers.  Andrew  J. 
Hladyshevsky,  president  of  the 
Shevchenko  Foundation  and  a well  known 
Edmonton  lawyer,  served  as  Master  of 
Ceremonies.

In  general  matters  of  s tyle,  the  Internet  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  follows  The  Chicago  Manual  of  Style . 
Spelling  conforms  by  and  large  to  the  American  variant  of  English  found  in  Webster's  Dictionary.  The  editors 
have  'anglicized'  many  frequently  used  Ukrainian  words  by  giving  them  English  plural  endings.  Such  words 
are  not  italicized  in  the  text;  for  example:  zemstvo/s,  sobor/s,  opryshok/s,  kobzar/s,  duma/s,  hetman/s, 
and  tekhnikum/s  Most  words  of  non-English  origin,  however,  unless  they  have  already  been  accepted  into 
the  English  language,  are  italicized  in  the  text  and  retain  their  original  plurals. 

The  editors  have  striven  to  find  English  equivalents  for  as  many  Ukrainian,  Russian,  Polish,  and  other  foreign 


The  preparation  and  publication 
of  the  five-volume  Encyclopedia 
of  Ukraine  (1984-1993)  was  a 
flagship  project  for  CIUS.  A monumen- 
tal undertaking,  its  publication  was  a 
landmark  achievement  for  the  Institute 
that  also  marked  an  important  mile- 
stone in  Ukrainian  scholarship.  In  No- 
vember 2001,  the  project  came  to  an  end 
with  the  publication  of  a supplementary 
index  and  errata.  At  the  same  time,  a new 
project — the  Internet  Encyclopedia  of 
Ukraine  (IEU) — was  launched. 

The  objective  of  the  IEU  project  is  to 
develop,  maintain,  and  continuously 
update  a unique,  sophisticated,  and 


user-friendly  Internet-based  learning 
resource  for  students,  scholars,  and  the 
general  public.  Based  on  contributions 
from  hundreds  of  specialists  from 
around  the  world  and  comprised  of  tens 
of  thousands  of  entries  on  a variety  of 
subjects,  the  IEU  will  be  the  most  com- 
prehensive English-language  source  of 
information  on  Ukraine,  its  history, 
people,  geography,  society,  economy, 
and  cultural  heritage. 

The  first  phase  of  this  project  aims  at 
making  available  on  the  Internet  the  in- 
formation originally  published  in  the  5- 
volume  book  edition  of  the  Encyclope- 
dia of  Ukraine  (University  of  Toronto 
Press,  1984-1993).  The  Encyclopedia  of 
Ukraine  database,  stored  in  an  outdated 
format,  needs  to  be  extracted,  converted, 
corrected  for  mechanical  errors,  and 
then  edited  and  adapted  for  Internet  use. 
It  will  ultimately  be  posted  on  a sophis- 
ticated Internet  site  that  will  allow  for 
advanced  linking  and  searching  capa- 
bilities, and  will  be  designed  to  handle 
the  many  multilingual  characters  ap- 
pearing in  the  encyclopedia  entries. 

Since  the  launch  of  the  project  in  late 
2001,  the  IEU  has  successfully  com- 
pleted a number  of  important  stages  of 
its  work.  The  project  manager,  Dr. 
Marko  Stech,  was  responsible  for  devel- 
oping the  general  concept  of  the  Internet 
site  and  for  supervising  the  program- 
ming of  this  site  by  Jaroslaw  and  Walter 
Kiebalo.  The  programming  stage  has 
already  been  successfully  completed. 
The  IEU  test  site  is  fully  operational, 
and  available  to  Internet  users  at 
www.encyclopediaofukraine.com.  Apart 
from  the  text  display  with  advanced 
search  and  linking  capabilities,  the  site 
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Ukrainian  Knowledge 
Internet  Portal  project 


incorporates  sophisticated  map  displays, 
developed  by  Jaroslaw  Kiebalo  and 
Bohdan  Skrobach,  tables,  and  illustra- 
tions. 

Marko  Stech  was  also  responsible  for 
the  conversion  of  the  old  Xywrite-for- 
mat  encyclopedia  database  into 
WordPerfect  2002  format.  This  stage  of 
work  was  also  successfully  completed. 
However,  much  work  is  still  required  on 
correcting  mechanical  conversion  errors 
and  pre-editing  IEU  entries.  Andrij 
Makuch  and  Mark  Andryczyk  have  been 
working  on  various  aspects  of  this  com- 
plex and  time-consuming  task.  It  is  an- 
ticipated that  the  work  on  this  stage  will 
take  three  to  four  years. 

The  IEU  managing  editor,  Roman 
Senkus,  has  been  updating  the  IEU  cata- 
logue of  entries  and  corresponding  with 
subject  editors  and  potential  contribu- 
tors. Under  his  supervision,  the  IEU  sen- 
ior manuscript  editor,  Andrij  Makuch, 
has  begun  editing  new  entries,  particu- 
larly those  on  post-Soviet  Ukraine. 

The  IEU  project  has  been  very  favour- 
ably received  by  the  academic  and  gen- 
eral community.  Fundraising  efforts 
have  resulted  in  several  significant  do- 
nations: $50,000  from  an  anonymous 
donor;  $15,000  from  the  Rev.  Marian 
and  Dr.  Roman  Curkowskyj  Founda- 
tion; $25,000  from  the  Office  of  the 
Vice-President  (Research),  University  of 
Alberta;  and  $25,000  from  the  Learning 
Technologies  Branch  of  Alberta  Learn- 
ing. Nevertheless,  significantly  more 
funding  is  needed  for  this  timely  and  im- 
portant project. 


The  Ukrainian  Language 
Education  Centre  (ULEC)  has 
spearheaded  a new  Internet 
project  titled  the  Ukrainian  Knowledge 
Internet  Portal  (UKiP),  which  aims  to 
develop  a portal  containing  resources 
for  the  study  of  the  Ukrainian  language 
and  culture.  ULEC  has  received  seed 
funding  from  the  Learning  Technolo- 
gies Branch,  Alberta  Learning,  and  a 
consortium  called  the  Ukrainian 
Knowledge  Internet  Partners  has  been 
formed  to  govern  and  oversee  the  fur- 
ther development  of  the  project;  it  com- 
prises representatives  of  educational  in- 
stitutions and  community  groups,  in- 


cluding ULEC,  the  Ukrainian  Resource 
and  Development  Centre  at  Grant 
MacEwan  College,  and  the  Ukrainian  Ca- 
nadian School  Board  of  the  Ukrainian  Ca- 
nadian Congress-Toronto  Branch. 

The  UKiP  project  represents  the  first 
attempt  to  gather  and  place  significant 
learning  resources  for  the  study  of 
Ukrainian  language  and  culture  in  elec- 
tronic form  on  a single  site  in  Canada. 
Portal  users — teachers,  students,  par- 
ents, and  the  general  public — will,  in 
time,  have  available  a large  array  of 
learning  methods  and  instruments,  in- 
cluding dictionaries,  an  encyclopedia, 
and  a sophisticated  search  engine.  Any 
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specialist  or  individual  who  has  devel- 
oped methodologies  that  could  be  used 
for  on-line  language  learning,  or  who 
has  valuable  and  useful  materials  for  the 
study  of  Ukrainian  history,  literature, 
and  other  disciplines  that  fall  within  the 
rubric  of  Ukrainian  culture,  could  have 
an  opportunity  to  digitise  these  learn- 
ing resources  and  make  them  available 
in  suitable  electronic  form  for  users  vis- 
iting the  portal  site. 

At  this  point,  development  of  the  por- 
tal is  in  the  final  planning  stages.  Part 
of  this  process  has  included  preparing 
an  analysis  of  needs  and  resources,  such 
as  identifying  and  assessing  a large  in- 
ventory of  educational  materials.  Laura 
Filewych  conducted  a survey  of  teach- 
ers of  Ukrainian,  focusing  on  demand 
for  electronic  methods  of  teaching  and 
electronic  resources.  The  survey  results 
will  allow  the  project  group  to  draw  con- 
clusions as  to  portal  design  and  to 
project  its  eventual  use. 

Dr.  Roman  Petryshyn,  Suzanna  Brytan, 
and  Luka  Struk  of  the  Ukrainian  Resource 
and  Development  Centre  at  Grant 
McEwan  College  worked  on  a governance 
plan  and  structure  for  the  consortium. 
Anna  Slevinsky  of  e-Technika  Engineer- 
ing, manager  of  the  project,  along  with 
Rob  Tao,  are  responsible  for  the  technical 
side  of  the  project.  Mr.  Tao  is  currently 
working  on  a programme  for  reading 
Ukrainian  texts  that  utilises  Flash  technol- 
ogy. Markianna  Eliuk  has  been  preparing 
specialised  metatagging  for  electronic 
documents  used  in  second  language 
learning.  This  work  will  facilitate  the 
more  effective  use  of  learning  materials 
in  electronic  form,  especially  over  the 
Internet.  Marusia  Petryshyn,  director  of 
ULEC,  and  Marko  Malowany,  ULEC 
Media  Developer,  have  been  working  on 
the  selection  and  preparation  of  learn- 
ing materials  for  the  on-line  database.

Panel  on  Ukrainian  studies 


CIUS  started  off  its  anniversary 
year  with  a panel  discussion  in 
October  2001  on  “The  Current 
State  and  Future  of  Ukrainian  Studies.” 
Panelists  included  Dr.  Andreas  Kappeler, 
professor  and  director  of  the  Institute  of 
East  European  History,  University  of  Vi- 
enna; Dr.  Frank  Sysyn,  director  of  the 
Peter  Jacyk  Centre  for  Ukrainian  His- 
torical Research,  University  of  Alberta; 
and  Dr.  Oleh  Ilnytzkyj,  professor  in  the 
Department  of  Modern  Languages  and 
Cultural  Studies,  University  of  Alberta. 
Dr.  Zenon  Kohut,  director  of  CIUS, 
served  as  moderator  of  the  event. 

In  his  introductory  remarks,  Zenon 
Kohut  compared  and  contrasted  the  con- 
ditions in  which  the  Ukrainian  commu- 
nity found  itself  25  years  ago  and  today. 
CIUS  was  founded  in  1976,  partly  in  re- 
sponse to  three  dangers:  Soviet  policies 
aimed  at  suppressing  Ukrainian  culture; 
indifferent  and  sometimes  hostile  attitudes 
on  the  part  of  Canadian  political  and  aca- 
demic elites  at  that  time;  and  strong  assimi- 
latory  pressures  on  the  Ukrainian-Cana- 
dian  community.  The  collapse  of  the  So- 
viet Union  and  Ukraine’s  declaration  of  in- 
dependence in  1991  actually  increased  the 
tasks,  complexities,  and  scope  of  CIUS’s 
work.  Since  then,  CIUS  staff  have  been 
more  closely  involved  with  their  scholarly 
counterparts  in  Ukraine,  while  North 
American  academics  and  government  fig- 
ures now  seek  knowledge  on  Ukraine 
through  CIUS  publications  and  consulta- 
tions with  CIUS -based  scholars.  Ukrain- 
ian Canadians  now  have  resources  for  lan- 
guage learning  and  cultural  heritage  reten- 
tion that  were  previously  not  available. 

Andreas  Kappeler,  the  first  speaker,  has 
had  an  abiding  interest  in  Ukraine  for  over 


two  decades.  He  is  the  author  of  many  ar- 
ticles on  Ukrainian  history,  especially  on 
the  Ukrainian  national  movement  in  Rus- 
sia in  the  nineteenth  and  early  twentieth 
centuries,  and  is  the  author  of  Kleine 
Geschichte  der  Ukraine  (A  Short  History 
of  Ukraine),  first  published  in  1994.  In 
Edmonton,  he  presented  CIUS  with  an 
800-page  special  issue  of  the  journal 
Osthefte  devoted  to  Ukraine,  which  he  co- 
edited; it  was  published  in  200 1 . 


Dr.  Andreas  Kappeler,  University  of 
Vienna,  spoke  on  the  state  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  in  Western  Europe 


In  his  presentation,  Dr.  Kappeler  sur- 
veyed the  current  state  of  Ukrainian  stud- 
ies in  Western  Europe,  focusing  on  the 
German-speaking  countries.  He  noted 
that  scholarly  interest  in  Ukraine  was  ig- 
nited in  the  1980s,  during  the  declining 
years  of  the  Soviet  Union.  However,  al- 
though interest  in  Ukrainian  history  in 
Germany,  for  instance,  grew  substantially 
in  the  1990s,  there  still  is  no  chair  in 
Ukrainian  history  and  only  one  chair  in 


Ukrainian  language  and  literature  in  that 
country,  so  institutional  support  for 
Ukrainian  studies  remains  weak. 

Professor  Oleh  Ilnytzkyj,  who  teaches 
Ukrainian  literature  and  language, 
stressed  during  his  presentation  that  teach- 
ing in  Ukrainian  studies  has  often  been 
overshadowed  by  research  and  publishing 
achievements.  He  argued  that  teaching  has 
remained  largely  underfunded,  negatively 
affecting  the  ability  of  instructors  to  de- 
liver high-quality  programmes  to  their 
students. 

Dr.  Frank  Sysyn,  the  third  speaker, 
gave  a broad  overview  of  the  develop- 
ment of  Ukrainian  studies  in  Canada 
and  of  CIUS’s  role  in  that  development. 
Since  its  establishment,  CIUS  has  suc- 
ceeded in  placing  Ukraine  on  the  schol- 
arly agenda,  in  large  part  by  successfully 
completing  large  projects  such  as  the 
compilation  and  publication  of  the  En- 
cyclopedia of  Ukraine.  Following  on  this 
monumental  achievement,  CIUS  is  now 
working  on  the  Internet  Encyclopedia 
of  Ukraine  project  (IEU);  thanks  to  the 
Internet’s  worldwide  accessibility,  the 
overall  impact  of  this  project  should 
exceed  by  far  that  of  the  printed  Ency- 
clopedia of  Ukraine.  A second  long-term 
CIUS  project  is  the  publication  of  vol- 
ume two  of  a three-volume  history  of 
Ukrainians  in  Canada,  covering  the 
years  between  the  two  world  wars;  the 
first  volume,  published  in  1991,  covered 
the  years  1891-1924.  Additional  fund- 
ing is  needed  to  bring  both  these  im- 
portant projects  to  fruition. 
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Ukraine’s  foreign  policy 
analysed 


In  the  ten  years  since  independence, 
Ukraine’s  successes  in  achieving 
foreign -policy  goals  have  contrasted 
sharply  with  its  difficulties  in  effecting 
internal  transformations,  such  as  build- 
ing a civil  society  and  a law-based  state, 
or  in  adopting  economic  reforms  that 
would  result  in  sustained  economic 
growth.  Credit  for  achievements  in  the 
international  arena  were  due  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  efforts  of  Borys  Tarasyuk, 
who  held  senior  posts  in  Ukraine’s  Min- 
istry of  Foreign  Affairs  following  inde- 
pendence in  1991,  and  headed  it  from 
April  1998  to  October  2000,  during  the 
tenure  of  Prime  Minister  Viktor 
Yushchenko  (whose  “Our  Ukraine”  po- 
litical coalition  he  subsequently  joined 
and  was  thus  elected  as  a deputy  to  the 
Verkhovna  Rada  of  Ukraine  in  March 
2002).  On  Friday,  2 November  2001,  Mr. 
Tarasyuk  delivered  the  inaugural 
Bohdan  Bociurkiw  Memorial  Lecture, 
titled  “Ukraine’s  Foreign  Policy,  Ten 
Years  After  Independence,”  in  which  he 
recounted  the  major  obstacles  and  chal- 
lenges faced  by  Ukraine  at  independ- 
ence, summarised  its  accomplishments, 
and  touched  on  unresolved  foreign- 
policy  issues  facing  Ukraine  in  the  fu- 
ture. 

Mr.  Tarasyuk  emphasised  that  in  the 
period  leading  up  to  independence  and 
immediately  following  it,  Ukraine’s  for- 
eign ministry  faced  several  serious  chal- 
lenges almost  simultaneously.  These  in- 
cluded territorial  claims  from  Russia 
and  Romania;  the  non-acceptance  of 
Ukraine’s  independence  by  Russia’s  po- 
litical elite  and  disbelief  on  the  part  of 
the  West;  the  fate  of  nuclear  weapons 
and  that  of  the  million-man  army  and 
huge  military  arsenal  inherited  from  the

Soviet  armed  forces;  the  fate  of  the  Black 
Sea  Fleet;  Crimean  separatism;  and 
choosing  a model  of  national  security. 
Mr.  Tarasyuk  concluded  that  major  for- 
eign-policy challenges  to  Ukraine  were 
met  and  resolved  successfully. 

Assessing  Ukraine’s  relations  with  the 
West,  Mr.  Tarasyuk  remarked  that  the 
reemergence  of  an  independent  Ukraine 
“caused  surprise  and  confusion,  if  not 
irritation”  among  Western  governments. 
Now,  however,  Ukraine  is  seen  as  a “con- 
tributor and  producer,  not  only  a con- 
sumer, of  security  in  Europe.”  Ukraine 
followed  through  on  agreements  on 
closing  the  Chornobyl  nuclear  power 
plants,  disposed  of  its  nuclear  weapons, 
adhered  to  the  nuclear  non-proliferation 
treaty,  signed  the  conventional  weapons 
treaty,  and  articulated  a clear  and  con- 
sistent policy  on  borders. 

Mr.  Tarasyuk  pointed  out  that 
Ukraine’s  international  standing  and 
consistent  policies  have  transformed  it 
into  a regional  leader.  Today,  Ukraine  is 
a “natural  leader”  of  the  GUUAM 


grouping  (Georgia,  Ukraine,  Uz- 
bekistan, Azerbaijan,  and  Moldova).  It 
has  forged  “crystal  clear”  and  “distinc- 
tive” policies  toward  the  CIS,  the  Black 
Sea  Economic  Cooperation  Organiza- 
tion, the  Baltic  and  Black  Sea  countries, 
and  its  partners  in  GUUAM.  It  has  also 
established  special  relations,  or  strate- 
gic partnerships,  with  five  countries:  the 
US,  Poland,  Uzbekistan,  Russia  and 
Azerbaijan. 

Mr.  Tarasyuk  also  noted  Ukraine’s 
importance  in  international  affairs.  It  is, 
for  instance,  a leading  participant  in 
peacemaking  operations,  such  as  in 
Bosnia,  Kosovo,  Lebanon,  Sierra  Leone, 
and  other  countries.  Ukraine  is  no 
longer  a “messenger  of  someone’s  will” 
in  the  United  Nations,  the  former  for- 
eign minister  said,  but  a “leading  mem- 
ber of  this  organization.” 

Despite  these  important  achieve- 
ments, Mr.  Tarasyuk  also  stressed  that 
Ukraine  had  still  not  clearly  defined  its 
national  security  or  political 
orientations.  While  Ukraine’s  attitude 
toward  NATO  membership  remained 
unclear,  a strong  consensus  has  grown 
in  the  country  in  favour  of  Ukraine’s 
accession  to  the  European  Union.  Com- 
menting on  US-Russian  cooperation 
following  the  September  2001  terrorist 
attacks  in  New  York,  Mr.  Tarasyuk  cau- 
tioned that  Ukraine’s  sovereignty  might 
be  compromised  if  Western  governments 
agreed  to  Russian  control  or  domination 
of  the  newly  independent  states  in  ex- 
change for  closer  cooperation. 

Mr.  Tarasyuk’s  presentation  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  official  opening  of  Bohdan 
Bociurkiw  Memorial  Library  at  CIUS. 
Dr.  Bohdan  Bociurkiw  (1925-1998)  was 
an  outstanding  political  scientist  and 
church  studies  scholar.  The  generous 
donation  of  his  library  and  archives  to 
CIUS  laid  the  foundations  for  the  new 
Church  Studies  Programme. 
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Canada-Ukraine 
archaeological  expedition 


In  2001-2002,  Ukrainian  and 
Canadian  archaeologists  and 
historians  renewed  excavations  in 
Baturyn  after  having  conducted  initial 
digs  in  1995-1997.  Located  northeast  of 
Kyiv,  Baturyn  was  the  official  capital  of 
the  Cossack  Hetman  state  in  Eastern 
Ukraine  in  1669-1708  and  1750-1764. 
The  expedition  is  sponsored  by  the 
Kowalsky  Programme  for  the  Study  of 
Eastern  Ukraine  at  CIUS  and  the 
Shevchenko  Scientific  Society  of 
America.  The  University  of  Chernihiv 
provided  an  archaeological  team,  con- 
sisting of  about  70  students  and  schol- 
ars, led  by  Dr.  Volodymyr  Kovalenko.  Dr. 
Volodymyr  Mezentsev  (University  of 
Toronto)  participated  in  the  digs  as  the 
CIUS  Research  Fellow  responsible  for 
the  project. 

The  researchers  uncovered  almost 
completely  the  foundations  of  the 
hetman’s  large  brick  palace  (probably 
constructed  in  the  Cossack  Baroque 
style)  in  the  citadel  of  Baturyn,  and  es- 
tablished its  approximate  size,  ground 


plan,  and  architectural  design.  Nearby, 
remnants  of  the  contemporaneous 
wooden  Church  of  the  Resurrection 
have  been  found,  which  are  to  be  exca- 
vated in  2003. 

On  the  site  of  Baturyn’s  fortress,  the 
spacious  house  of  a member  (possibly 
a colonel)  of  the  Cossack  starshyna  was 
also  discovered.  Erected  at  the  turn  of 
the  eighteenth  century,  this  wealthy  ur- 
ban dwelling  emulated  those  of  the  pal- 
aces, churches,  and  colleges  of  the 
Hetman  state. 

The  archaeologists  have  continued 
researching  the  country  residence  of 
Hetman  Ivan  Mazepa  (1687-1709),  in 
the  suburb  of  Honcharivka  near 
Baturyn.  Around  1700,  Mazepa  had  a 
magnificent,  three-story  brick  palace 
built  there  in  the  Western  European  Ba- 
roque style,  as  well  as  a wooden  house 
church.  The  palace  foundations  were 
excavated  in  1995-1997. 

In  1708,  Mazepa’s  residence  was 
burned  when  the  hetman’s  capital  was 
devastated  by  imperial  Russian  troops.

Baturyn’s  Cossack  garrison  and  the  bulk 
of  the  town’s  civilian  population  (about 
15,000)  were  massacred  following 
Mazepa  joining  the  Swedes  in  the  Great 
Northern  War. 

In  addition  to  skeletal  remains  from 
the  massacre,  archaeologists  have  found 
nearly  60  types  of  ceramic  tiles  or  kakhli, 
of  various  shapes  with  relief  ornamen- 
tations, manufactured  by  local  and 
Dutch  artisans  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries.  Their  ornamental 
motifs  were  derived  from  Ukrainian 
folk  art,  church  iconography,  and  West- 
ern European  Baroque  painting  or  re- 
lief sculpture.  These  ceramic  tiles  were 
used  for  the  decoration  of  ovens  or  fire- 
places in  palaces  and  rich  urban  dwell- 
ings. 

The  excavations  have  also  yielded 
various  Cossack  weapons  and  tools,  a 
gilt  copper  pendant  icon,  bronze  and 
silver  ornaments  for  women,  fragments 
of  brocade  embroidered  with  gold  and 
silver  threads,  Cossack  ceramic  tobacco 
pipes,  and  pottery  and  glassware  of  the 
seventeenth  and  early  eighteenth  centu- 
ries. Numerous  finds  of  silver  and  cop- 
per Polish,  Dutch,  Swiss,  and  Russian

coins  of  this  time,  and  German  lead 
seals,  testily  to  the  lively  international 
commercial  contacts  of  the  hetman 
capital. 

The  joint  Canadian-Ukrainian  expedi- 
tions have  brought  to  light  much  new  ar- 
chaeological evidence  for  the  study  of  the 
hitherto  little  known  history  and  culture 
of  the  capital  of  Cossack  Ukraine.  Con- 
tinued work  in  this  area  is  planned  for  the 
summer  of  2003.

On  December  3,  2001,  CIUS 
sponsored  a roundtable 
discussion  entitled  “Ten  Years 
after  Independence:  Quo  Vadis , 
Ukraine?”  Panel  participants  included 
Dr.  Taras  Kuzio,  Dr.  David  Marples,  and 
Dr.  Roman  Solchanyk. 

Taras  Kuzio  (currently  affiliated  with 


the  Centre  for  Russian  and  East  European 
Studies,  University  of  Toronto)  concluded 
that  Ukraine’s  most  important  achieve- 
ment of  the  last  ten  years  was  the  avoid- 
ance of  ethnic  conflicts.  As  to  negative  out- 
comes, he  mentioned  the  regime’s  lack  of 
state  support  for  Ukrainian  nation- 
building, which  has  had  negative  conse- 


quences for  Ukrainian  cultural  develop- 
ment. In  fact,  since  1997  Ukraine  has  re- 
gressed from  moving  towards  a function- 
ing democracy  to  returning  towards  So- 
viet-style authoritarianism. 

David  Marples,  a professor  of  history  at 
the  University  of  Alberta,  portrayed 
Ukraine’s  economy  and  society  as  being 
in  deep  crisis.  While  expectations  that 
Ukraine  would  be  able  to  overcome 
quickly  its  Soviet  legacy  were  unrealistic, 
he  felt  that  Ukraine’s  “performance  over 
the  last  ten  years  should  have  been  better.” 
Dr.  Marples  also  dwelled  on  Ukraine’s  in- 
ternational image,  which  has  been  tainted 
by  the  Kuchma  regime  over  the  past  sev- 
eral years. 

Roman  Solchanyk,  an  analyst  with  Rand 
Corporation,  pointed  to  the  civil  conflicts 
and  wars  that  often  punctuated  the  trou- 
bled histories  in  the  past  ten  years  of  most 
post-Soviet  countries,  including  Russia. 
He  stressed  that  Ukraine’s  ability  to  avoid 
such  conflicts  over  the  past  ten  years  was  a 
major  accomplishment.  He  then  sketched 
Ukraine’s  future  orientation,  which  would 
be  determined  largely  by  how  relations 
with  Europe  and  with  Russia  would  de- 
velop, the  latter  having  been  complicated 
by  the  recent  Moscow- Washington  rap- 
prochement.

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Ukrainian  Canadian

The  conference  “A  Rock  and  a 
Hard  Place,”  which  focused  on 
the  topic  of  Ukrainians  in 
Canada  from  the  Great  War  to  the  Cold 
War,  was  held  on  11-13  April  2002  at 
the  University  of  Alberta.  Organised  and 
sponsored  by  the  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Programme  (UCP)  at  CIUS,  financial 
support  was  also  provided  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alberta  and  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Foundation  of  Taras 
Shevchenko. 

The  conference  opened  on  11  April 
with  a reception  and  the  Edmonton 
book  launch  of  two  recent  works  on 
Ukrainian-Canadian  themes:  Canuke 
Literature:  Critical  Essays  on  Canadian 
Ukrainian  Writing  by  Dr.  Sonia  Mycak 
(University  of  Sydney,  Australia)  and 
Canada  and  The  Ukrainian  Question, 
1939-45:  A Study  of  Statecraft  by  Dr. 
Bohdan  Kordan  (University  of  Sas- 
katchewan). Academic  sessions  began 


the  next  morning  with  a session  on  “Piv- 
otal Personalities.”  Papers  were  pre- 
sented by  Rev.  Dr.  Myroslav  Tataryn 
(University  of  Saskatchewan)  on  the 
Ukrainian  Catholic  clergyman  Nicholas 
Shumsky;  Myron  Momryk  (National 
Archives  of  Canada)  on  the  formative 
years  of  Michael  Starr,  the  first  Cana- 
dian of  Ukrainian  origin  to  hold  a fed- 
eral cabinet  position;  and  Drs.  Oleh 
Gerus  and  Denis  Hlynka  (both  from  the 
University  of  Manitoba),  who  provided 
a multi-media  presentation  about  the 
politician  Anthony  Hlynka’s  role  in  pub- 
licizing Ukrainian  issues  during  and  af- 
ter the  Second  World  War.  The  morn- 
ing meeting  concluded  with  papers  by 
Rhonda  Hinther  (McMaster  Univer- 
sity), about  the  role  and  activities  of 
children  in  the  Ukraininan  Labour- 
Farmer  Temple  Association;  and  Andrij 
Makuch  (CIUS,  Toronto),  on  non- 
Communist  Ukrainian  left-wing  or-

ganisations  in  Canada  during  the  inter- 
war period. 

The  first  afternoon  session  was  de- 
voted to  the  “Evolution  of  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Identity.”  Oleksandr  Makar 
(University  of  Alberta)  related  his  find- 
ings from  a content  analysis  of  Ukrain- 
ian-Canadian almanacs;  Dr.  Frances 
Swyripa  (University  of  Alberta)  looked 
at  the  relationship  of  ethnicity  to  a 
number  of  sacred  spaces  in  the  Cana- 
dian Prairies;  and  Dr.  Sonia  Mycak 
(University  of  Sydney,  Australia)  spoke 
about  Anna  Kuryliw  Bychinsky’s  Eng- 
lish-language prose.  The  session  contin- 
ued with  an  examination  of  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  literature;  Jean  Kowbel  (Uni- 
versity of  Manitoba)  looked  at  the  liter- 
ary achievements  of  Paul  Crath  [Pavlo 
Krat] , while  Valerii  Polkovsky  (Univer- 
sity of  Alberta)  examined  ethnicity  and 
thematic  diversity  in  inter  war- era  im- 
migrant writing. 

The  afternoon  concluded  with  a joint 
presentation  by  former  Alberta  agricul- 
ture officials  Joe  Gurba  and  Roman 
Fodchuk,  on  the  history  and  impact  of 
Ukrainian  farmers  working  in  rural

East-Central  Alberta,  which  was  illus- 
trated with  slides  of  Ukrainian  life  in 
the  Vegreville  Bloc  Settlement  in  the 
1950s  and  1960s. 

Saturday’s  presentations  ranged 
widely  in  scope:  Roman  Fodchuk 
(Cochrane)  on  the  hemp  seed  oil  press  in 
East  Central  Alberta,  Dr.  Brian  Cherwick 
(University  of  Alberta)  on  Ukrainian 
music  in  the  interwar  era,  and  Uliana 
Holowach-Amiot  (Calgary)  on  the  early 
years  of  the  Canadian  Ukrainian  Youth 
Association  (SUMK).  The  sessions  con- 
tinued with  two  examinations  of  Illia 
Kiriak — a comparison  of  Laura 
Salverson’s  Viking  Heart  with  Kiriak’s 
seminal  Syny  zemli  by  Mykola  Soroka 
(University  of  Alberta),  and  a sketch  of 
Kiriak’s  life  and  community  work  by 
Jars  Balan  (CIUS). 

The  afternoon  sessions  started  with 
a look  by  Dr.  Bohdan  Nebesio  (Univer- 
sity of  Alberta)  at  the  National  Film 
Board  of  Canada’s  production  and  dis- 
tribution activities  among  Ukrainian 
Canadians  in  the  early  1940s,  followed 
by  two  examinations  of  Vasile 
Avramenko — Dr.  Andriy  Nahachewsky 
on  how  the  Avramenko  dance  ouevre 
can  be  viewed  as  “national  art”  and 
Orest  Martynowych  (University  of 
Manitoba)  on  Avramenko’s  activities  in 
Canada  to  1940. 

The  conference  programme  con- 
cluded with  a panel  discussion — 
chaired  by  former  CIUS  director,  Dr. 
Manoly  Lupul,  and  involving  Andrij 
Makuch  (CIUS),  Orest  Martynowych, 
Myron  Momryk,  and  Andriy 
Nahachewsky — on  research  done  on 
Ukrainian  Canadian  life  in  the  interwar 
era  and  possible  directions  for  future 
work.  One  of  the  points  raised  was  the 
need  for  more  social  history  research, 
and  the  suggestion  was  made  that  the 
UCP  consider  “Budni  i sviata”  (Week- 
days and  Holidays)  as  a theme  for  an- 
other conference. 


The  traditional  view  of  Ukraine  is 
that  of  an  agricultural  country. 
Most  Ukrainian  immigrants  to 
Canada  (except  for  recent  immigrants 
following  Ukraine’s  independence) 
came  from  rural  or  semi- rural  areas,  re- 
inforcing this  image  and  stereotype.  Yet

Ukraine  is  a highly  industrialised  coun- 
try; it  has  a well  educated  population, 
and  its  scientists  and  engineers  have 
many  notable  scientific  and  technical 
achievements  to  their  credit.  For  in- 
stance, the  first  nuclear  reactor  in  Eu- 
rope was  built  in  the  eastern  Ukrainian 
city  of  Kharkiv,  and  the  first  digital  com- 
puter in  continental  Europe  was  made 
in  Kyiv,  Ukraine’s  capital. 

Ukraine’s  contributions  in  aircraft 
design  and  manufacture  and  aerospace 
technology  are  also  notable,  if  little 


known  outside  the  countries  of  the 
former  Soviet  Union.  On  Friday,  8 
March  2002,  Ostap  Hawaleshka,  Emeri- 
tus Professor  at  the  University  of  Mani- 
toba, delivered  the  Shevchenko  Lecture 
on  Ukraine’s  achievements  in  aerospace 
science  and  technology.  The  lecture  was 
followed  by  the  official  opening  of  the 
“Mriya  Exhibition”  at  the  Alberta  Avia- 
tion Museum  in  Edmonton,  featuring 
reproductions  of  airplane  types  de- 
signed and  manufactured  by  the 
Antonov  Aircraft  Corporation  of  Kyiv, 
as  well  as  of  rockets  and  space  technol- 
ogy produced  by  the  famed  Pivdenmash 
plant  of  Dnipropetrovsk.  The  Pivdenne 
complex,  which  once  produced  the  So- 
viet “SS-18”  intercontinental  ballistic 
missile,  now  produces  the  “Zenith” 
rocket,  which  is  used  in  the  U.S.-led“Sea 
Launch”  project. 

Ostap  Haweleshka’s  extensive  know- 
ledge of  Ukraine’s  aircraft,  aerospace, 
and  related  industries  was  garnered  in 
1994-1997,  during  his  tenure  as  first 
executive  director  of  the  Science  and 
Technology  Center  in  Ukraine 
(STCU),  located  in  Kyiv.  The  STCU 
(<www.stcu.kiev.ua>)  was  established 
to  give  former  strategic  weapons  sci- 
entists and  engineers,  particularly  those 
who  possessed  knowledge  and  skills  re- 
lated to  weapons  of  mass  destruction  or 
missile  delivery  systems,  opportunities 
to  redirect  their  talents  to  peaceful  pur- 
suits. The  STCU  has  received  funding 
from  the  government  of  Canada 
through  the  Canadian  International  De- 
velopment Agency  (CIDA). 
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Developing  local  budgetary  mechanisms 
in  Ukraine 


In  2001-2002,  project  management 
of  the  Canada-Ukraine  Legislative 
and  Intergovernmental  Project  with 
strong  support  and  cooperation  from 
the  provincial  governments  of  Alberta, 
Saskatchewan,  Manitoba,  and  Ontario, 
organised  two  Canadian  study  tours  for 
policy  working  groups  from  Ukraine: 
the  first,  focusing  on  “Financial-Budg- 
etary Mechanisms  for  the  Development 
of  Local  Territorial  Communities,”  took 
place  in  November  2001;  and  the  sec- 
ond, on  “Land  Titles  Registration,”  took 
place  in  May-June  2002.

Documentary  film  examines 
the  experience  of  exile 


On  8 February  2002,  CIUS  and 
the  National  Film  Board  of 
Canada  (NFB)  co-sponsored 
the  Edmonton  premiere  screening  of  the 


documentary  film  “My  Mother’s  Vil- 
lage.” In  this  documentary,  acclaimed 
director  and  stills  photographer  John 
Paskievich  explores  how  the  children  of 


refugees  and  immigrants  are  caught  be- 
tween two  worlds — Canada,  where  they 
live,  and  Ukraine,  the  distant  land  of 
their  parents. 

More  than  50  years  after  his  family 
fled  Ukraine  during  the  Second  World 
War,  John  Paskievich  visited  his  moth- 
er’s village  and  found  it  to  be  a place 
both  foreign  and  familiar.  The  film  con- 
tains scenes  from  his  visit,  balanced  with 
footage  shot  in  Canada  that  consists 
largely  of  interviews  with  children  of 
former  displaced  persons.  Through 
these  interviews  with  Ukrainian  Cana- 
dians of  his  generation,  and  by  examin- 
ing his  own  experience  of  growing  up 
in  Winnipeg,  Paskievich  delved  further 
into  the  experience  of  exile,  its  impact 
on  the  human  spirit,  and  the  struggle 
between  the  forces  of  assimilation  and 
identity  retention.  Videocassettes  of  the 
film  are  available  from  the  NFB.

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Volume  8 of  History  ofUkraine-Rns 


Volume  8 of  Mykhailo 
Hrushevsky’s  History  of 
Ukraine-Rus’  was  published  in 
2002.  Entitled  The  Cossack  Age,  1626 - 
1650 , the  handsomely  bound  book 
(lxxv,  808  pp.)  is  the  third  volume  is- 
sued of  the  English  translation  of 
Hrushevsky’s  monumental  Istoriia 
Ukrainy-Rusy  to  appear  in  print.  The 
English-language  edition  of  the  classic 
ten-volume  work  is  produced  by  the 
Hrushevsky  Translation  Project  of  the 
Peter  Jacyk  Centre  for  Ukrainian  His- 
torical Research  at  CIUS,  and  published 
by  CIUS  Press. 

In  The  Cossack  Age,  1626-1650, 
Hrushevsky  gives  a thorough  account 
of  the  Ukrainian  Cossacks,  from  their 
defeat  at  Lake  Kurukove  to  their 
reemergence  under  Hetman  Bohdan 
Khmelnytsky  as  the  “elemental  force”  in 
Ukrainian  history.  Here,  the  author 
deals  with  the  attempts  of  the  Polish- 
Lithuanian  Commmonwealth  to  reach 
an  accommodation  with  the  Cossacks 
and  the  Orthodox  Church,  and  includes 
an  analysis  of  the  era  of  Metropolitan 
Petro  Mohyla.  He  goes  on  to  examine 
the  causes  and  outbreak  of  the 
Khmelnytsky  Uprising,  the  personality 
of  the  Hetman,  and  the  uprising’s  early 
phase  and  climactic  years  of  1648-49, 
when  it  represented  the  interests  of  the 
Cossack  and  peasant  masses.  He  con- 
cludes the  volume  with  a discussion  of 
the  failure  of  the  Treaty  of  Zboriv  and 
the  Cossacks’  decision  to  break  com- 
pletely with  the  Commonwealth. 

Based  on  an  exhaustive  examination 
of  the  sources  and  scholarly  literature, 
Hrushevsky’s  volume  stands  as  the  most 
comprehensive  account  of  this  dramatic 
period  in  Ukrainian  history.  The  mas-

ter  historian  provides  a wealth  of  schol- 
arly and  bibliographical  information, 
which  the  editors  have  supplemented 
with  bibliographic  updates.  The  English 
edition  includes  a new  compilation  of 
all  sources  and  publications  used  by 
Hrushevsky,  a comprehensive  index,  and 
4 maps,  including  a fold-out  map  indi- 
cating the  territory  and  course  of  the 
Khmelnytsky  Uprising.  Ukraine’s  cen- 
tral role  in  the  international  politics  of 
the  time  makes  the  volume  important 
for  specialists  and  students  of  Eastern 
European,  Central  European,  Ottoman, 
Russian,  and  Jewish  history,  as  well  as 
to  those  studying  revolution  and  state- 
building in  early  modern  Europe. 

The  preparation  of  The  Cossack  Age, 
1626-1650  was  funded  by  a generous 
donation  from  Hanna  Moroz- 
Mazurenko  of  Toronto  in  memory  of 
her  husband,  Danylo  Mazurenko.  A 
translation  grant  was  provided  by  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humani- 
ties in  Washington,  D.C.  The  volume 


was  translated  by  Marta  Daria  Olynyk, 
a Montreal-based  editor  and  translator. 
Frank  E.  Sysyn,  director  of  the  Jacyk 
Centre  and  editor  in  chief  of  the 
Hrushevsky  Translation  Project,  served 
as  the  volume’s  consulting  editor  and 
wrote  the  extensive  introduction. 
Myroslav  Yurkevich  edited  the  volume. 
Other  editors  included  Serhii  Plokhy, 
Uliana  M.  Pasicznyk,  Marta  Horban- 
Carynnyk,  Marko  Stech,  Andrij 
Hornjatkevyc,  Dushan  Bednarsky,  Tania 
Plawuszczak- Stech,  Olena  Plokhy,  and 
Lada  Bassa.  Andrii  Grechylo  and 
Iaroslav  Fedoruk  worked  on  the  bibli- 
ography and  updates.  Scholarly  consult- 
ants included  Ihor  Sevcenko,  Maria 
Subtelny,  Victor  Ostapchuk,  Jeffrey

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A fundamental  study  of 
contemporary  Ukraine 


Bohdan  Harasymiw’s  Post- 
Communist  Ukraine , published 
in  2002  by  CIUS  Press,  is  a com- 
prehensive and  penetrating  study  of  the 
political  and  social  realities  of  indepen- 
dent Ukraine.  The  masterfully  written, 
multi-faceted  analysis  presented  in  this 
480-page  book  documents  and  explains 
that  country’s  successes  (and  its  more 
frequent  failures)  during  its  transition 
from  authoritarianism  to  democracy. 


The  Ukrainian  president  clashes  con- 
stantly with  his  own,  rapidly  rotated,  prime 
ministers,  and  both  are  at  odds  with  the 
parliament — a collection  of  short-lived 
majorities,  coalitions,  alliances,  and  cau- 
cuses. The  electorate  votes  for  parties  of 
the  left,  but  a right-wing  agenda  dominates 
government  policy.  Economic  conditions 
worsen,  yet  market  reforms  are  slow  in 
moving  forward.  Corruption  is  wide- 
spread, but  no  high-level  political  figures 
are  being  prosecuted.  Why  are  these  such 
chronic  problems  in  Ukraine? 


When  Ukraine’s  transition  from  Com- 
munism began  in  1991,  it  was  assumed, 
naturally  enough,  that  it  would  move  to- 
wards democracy.  Over  ten  years  later,  al- 
though the  country’s  politics  now  include 
political  parties,  elections,  and  a relatively 
free  press,  the  wishes  of  the  Ukrainian  peo- 
ple still  do  not  determine  government 
policies.  Nor  is  the  government  account- 
able to  the  public;  too  often,  governing  is 
a means  of  personal  enrichment  for  those 
in  office.  How  this  came  about,  how  far 
along  Ukraine  is  realistically  in  its  trans- 
formation into  a democracy,  and  why  it 
remains  stuck  in  between  democracy  and 
authoritarianism,  are  explained  in  Post- 
Communist  Ukraine,  convincingly  and 
with  originality. 

Taking  a comparative  approach, 
Bohdan  Harasymiw  breaks  free  of  the 
usual  historical-cultural  mode  of  deal- 
ing with  Ukrainian  politics  applied  by 
other  scholars.  He  examines  the  primary 
elements  of  a modern,  democratic  state, 
and  the  degree  to  which  these  are  in 
place:  an  agreed-on  set  of  rules  of  the 
game  in  the  form  of  an  accepted  consti- 
tution; a state  capable  of  governing  and 
claiming  the  loyalty  of  its  people;  a par- 
liament representative  of  the  public  and 
able  to  legislate;  a bureaucracy  skilled  at 
fashioning  and  implementing  public 
policies,  not  just  following  orders;  a na- 
tion of  fellow  citizens  living  as  a com- 
munity; political  parties  channelling  the 
interests  of,  and  responsive  to,  their  fol- 
lowers; elections  that  reflect  the  real 
preferences  of  the  voters;  and  policies 
ensuring  the  security  and  well-being  of 
both  state  and  society.  These  are  ana- 
lysed in  view  of  other  countries’  experi- 
ence with  the  same  institutions  and 
processes.  As  a result,  a comprehensive

portrait  emerges  of  Ukraine’s  politics 
that  can  be  characterised  as  “post-Com- 
munist”  but  not  yet  “post-Soviet.” 

Bohdan  Harasymiw  is  a professor  of 
political  science  at  the  University  of 
Calgary.  Trained  as  a Sovietologist,  his 
publications  have  concentrated  on  po- 
litical elites,  but  he  has  now  shifted  his 
focus  to  studying  democratic  transi- 
tions, primarily  in  Eastern  Europe,  Rus- 
sia, and  Ukraine. 

Post-Communist  Ukraine  will  be  an 
indispensable  guide  for  students  and 
scholars  of  comparative,  Eastern  Euro- 
pean, and  post-Soviet  politics.  It  will  also 
be  of  great  value  to  anyone  interested  in 
learning  about  contemporary  Ukraine 
from  a social  sciences  perspective.

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Concordance  to 
Shevchenko’s  poetic  works 


The  Shevchenko  Scientific  Society 
(USA)  and  Canadian  Institute  of 
Ukrainian  Studies  Press  pub- 
lished an  invaluable  research  tool  in 
2001  for  scholars  and  students  of  the 
poetic  legacy  of  Ukraine’s  national  bard, 
Taras  Shevchenko.  A Concordance  to  the 
Poetic  Works  of  Taras  Shevchenko  by  Oleh 
S.  Ilnytzkyj  and  George  Hawrysch  is  a 
four-volume  publication  comprising 
over  3,200  pages.  It  is  a complete  alpha- 
betical index  of  all  the  words  contained 
in  Shevchenko’s  Ukrainian-  and  Rus- 
sian-language poetry,  showing  both  the 
places  where  each  word  may  be  found 
and  its  immediate  textual  setting. 

While  concordances  are  rather  com- 
mon in  English  literature,  the  work  pro- 
duced by  Professor  Ilnytzkyj  and  Dr. 
Hawrysch  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in 
Ukrainian  studies.  It  promises  to  be  an 
important  and  useful  guidebook  not 
only  for  literary  critics,  but  for  linguists 
and  lexicographers  as  well;  scholars  can 
easily  trace  nuances  of  meaning  and  syn- 
tactical or  grammatical  structures,  and 
investigate  major  themes  or  topics. 
Moreover,  the  concordance  records  the 
words  found  in  Shevchenko’s  poems  in 
all  of  their  variants.  To  assist  research- 
ers, the  edition  contains  a dozen  appen- 
dixes that  show  word  frequencies  and 
other  statistics. 

The  text  of  the  concordance  was  pre- 
pared at  the  Ukrainian  Language  and 
Literature  Program  at  the  University  of 
Alberta,  thanks  to  a three-year  grant 
from  Canada’s  Social  Science  and  Hu- 
manities Research  Council.  Professor 
Ilnytzkyj  teaches  in  the  Department  of 
Modern  Languages  and  Cultural  Stud- 
ies at  the  University  of  Alberta  and  heads

New  study  of  Cossack 
iconography 


In  June  2002,  the  Harvard  Ukrainian 
Research  Institute  published  a book 
by  Dr.  Serhii  Plokhy,  director  of  the 
Ukrainian  Church  Studies  Programme 
at  CIUS,  entitled  Tsars  and  Cossacks:  A 
Study  in  Iconography.  This  publication 
marked  the  completion  of  an  important 
project  of  the  programme  at  CIUS.  The 
book  is  richly  illustrated  with  colour  and 
black-and-white  reproductions  of  early 
modern  woodcuts  and  Cossack-era 
icons. 

Tsars  and  Cossacks  explores  the  ways 
in  which  the  Ukrainian  Cossacks  used 
icon  painting  to  navigate  their  relation- 
ship not  only  vis-a-vis  God,  but  also  vis- 
a-vis  the  Russian  tsar  and  other  authori- 
ties. Could  Peter  I and  his  adversary  in 
the  Battle  of  Poltava  (1709) — the 
Ukrainian  Cossack  Hetman  Ivan 
Mazepa — be  depicted  in  the  same  icon? 
Why  did  Ukrainian  Cossack  colonels 
commission  icons  with  portraits  of  the 
tsars  but  not  of  their  own  Cossack  lead- 
ers, the  hetmans?  Could  a Catholic  king 
be  portrayed  in  an  Orthodox  icon?  Why 
are  the  Russian  tsars  and  Orthodox 
hierarchs  missing  on  some  Zaporozhian 
Cossack  icons?  In  this  groundbreaking 
study,  Dr.  Plokhy  provides  answers  to 
these  and  many  other  questions  pertain- 
ing to  the  political  and  religious  culture 
of  Ukrainian  Cossackdom,  as  reflected 
in  Cossack-era  paintings,  icons,  and 
woodcuts.  By  encouraging  the  iconog- 
raphy to  “speak,”  Tsars  and  Cossacks 
helps  broaden  and  deepen  our  under- 
standing of  Ukrainian  iconography,  as 
well  as  of  Russian  imperial  political  cul- 
ture.

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George  S.N. 
Luckyj 

(1919-2001) 


Professor  George  Stephen  Nestor 
Luckyj,  a pioneering  and 
towering  figure  in  post-war 
Ukrainian  and  Slavic  studies  in  the 
Western  world,  and  particularly  in 
Canada,  died  in  Toronto  on  22  Novem- 
ber 2001.  In  addition  to  his  many  ac- 
complishments as  a literary  scholar, 
Professor  Luckyj  played  a major  role  in 
the  establishment  and  early  years  of  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Stud- 
ies (CIUS)  and  the  Canadian  Associa- 
tion of  Slavists  (CAS).  He  also  served  as 
the  first  editor  of  Canadian  Slavonic  Pa- 
pers (1956-1961),  the  CAS  journal. 
With  a long  career  in  the  University  of 
Toronto’s  Department  of  Slavic  Lan- 
guages and  Literatures  (1952-1984), 
first  as  a lecturer  and  then  as  professor, 
in  his  capacity  as  chairman  (1957-1961) 


he  helped  to  turn  that  department  into 
a leading  centre  of  Slavic  studies  in 
North  America. 

It  was  during  his  doctoral  studies  at 
Columbia  University,  New  York,  that 
George  Luckyj  made  the  first  of  his 


many  important  contributions  to 
Ukrainian  studies.  His  Ph.D.  disserta- 
tion (1953)  became  the  pioneering 
monograph  Literary  Politics  in  the  So- 
viet Ukraine,  1917-1934  (1956;  revised 
ed.  1990).  In  New  York  he  also  became 
involved  in  the  work  of  the  Ukrainian 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in  the 
U.S.,  a scholarly  institution  founded  by 
post-war  emigre  scholars;  he  served  as 
the  founding  editor  (1951-1953)  and 
translator  of  the  academy’s  Annals. 

From  that  time  on,  with  the  help  of 
his  wife  Moira,  he  worked  most  prolifi- 
cally  as  an  English-language  translator 
of  Ukrainian  monographs  and  litera- 
ture in  the  twentieth  century.  His  trans- 
lations include  The  Hunters  and  the 
HrmtedbylvanBahrianyi  (1954, 1956); 
Iwan  Majstrenko’s  Borotbism:  A Chap- 


ter in  the  History  of  Ukrainian  Commu- 
nism (1954);  Elie  Borschak’s  Hryhor 
Orlyk:  France’s  Cossack  General  (1956); 
Dmytro  Doroshenko’s  Survey  of  Ukrain- 
ian Historiography  (1957);  Mykola 
Khvylovyi’s  Stories  from  the  Ukraine 
(1960);  Hryhory  Kostiuk’s  Stalinist  Rule 
in  the  Ukraine:  A Decade  of  Mass  Terror 
(1960);  George  Y.  Shevelov’s  Syntax  of 
Modern  Literary  Ukrainian  (1963);  A 
Little  Touch  of  Drama  by  Valerian 
Pidmohylny  (1972);  Panteleimon 
Kulish’s  Black  Council  (1973);  Mykola 
Kulish’s  Sonata  Pathetique  (1975);  and 
Ievhen  Sverstiuk’s  Clandestine  Essays 
(1976).  Works  of  Ukrainian  literature  in 
English  edited  by  Professor  Luckyj  in- 
clude Four  Ukrainian  Poets  (1969),  Mod- 
ern Ukrainian  Short  Stories  (1973);  and 
Mykhailo  Kotsiubynsky’s  Shadows  of 
Forgotten  Ancestors  (1981). 

As  a literary  scholar,  George  Luckyj  is 
best  known  for  two  seminal  mono- 
graphs: the  aforementioned  Literary 
Politics  in  the  Soviet  Ukraine,  1 91 7-1 934, 
and  Between  Gogol ’ and  Sevcenko:  Po- 
larity in  the  Literary  Ukraine,  1798-1847 
(1971),  now  a classic  study  of  the 
Ukrainian  Romantic  generation.  He 
also  wrote  the  monograph  Panteleimon 
Kulish:  A Sketch  of  His  Life  and  Times 
(1983). 

Professor  Luckyj  participated  in  the 
creation  of  CIUS  in  1976,  and  served  as 
associate  director  in  charge  of  its  To- 
ronto office.  Here,  he  implemented  a 
plan  to  publish  several  university  text- 
books in  Ukrainian  language  and  litera- 
ture. Among  them  were  two  books  that 
he  edited:  Vaplitians’kyi  zbirnyk  (1977), 
an  important  collection  of  documents 
on  the  most  important  Ukrainian  writ- 
ers’ group  of  the  1920s;  and  Shevchenko 
and  the  Critics  (1980),  a major  collec- 
tion of  articles  in  English  translation 


i 
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about  Ukraine’s  national  poet.  At  CIUS, 
Professor  Luckyj  also  founded  the  Jour- 
nal of  Ukrainian  Graduate  Studies  (now 
Journal  of  Ukrainian  Studies).  The  most 
important  project  that  Professor  Luckyj 
helped  to  initiate  at  CIUS  was  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  (5 
vols,  1984-1993);  he  served  as  its  Eng- 
lish-language editor  until  1982. 

Following  retirement  in  1984,  George 
Luckyj’s  intellectual  output  increased. 
He  continued  to  write  entries  for  the 
Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  and  other  arti- 
cles on  Ukrainian  literature.  From  1988, 
he  published  eleven  books  that  he  wrote, 
translated,  compiled,  or  edited.  In  Eng- 
lish, they  include:  Young  Ukraine:  The 
Brotherhood  of  Saints  Cyril  and 
Methodius,  1845-1847  (1991);  Ukrain- 
ian Literature  in  the  Twentieth  Century: 
A Reader's  Guide  (1992),  revised  as  “An 
Overview  of  the  Twentieth  Century”  in 
Dmytro  Cyzevskyj’s  History  of  Ukrain- 
ian Literature,  2d  ed.  (1997),  which 
George  Luckyj  edited,  as  he  did  the  First 
edition  in  1975;  Towards  an  Intellectual 
History  of  Ukraine:  An  Anthology,  co- 
edited with  Ralph  Lindheim  (1996);  and 
Pavlo  Zaitsev’s  Taras  Shevchenko:  A Life 
(1988).  In  his  last  years,  George  Luckyj 
wrote  the  popular  biographies: 
Shevchenko’s  Unforgotten  Journey 
(1996);  and  The  Anguish  of  Mykola 
Hohol,  a.k.a.  Nikolai  Gogol  (1997).  In 
1999  and  2000,  he  published  his  mem- 
oirs in  two  volumes  in  Kyiv. 

Professor  Luckyj’s  legacy  in  Ukrain- 
ian and  Slavic  studies  will  be  an  endur- 
ing one. 


Petro  Jacyk 

(1919-2001) 


Petro  Jacyk,  a renowned  patron  of 
Ukrainian  learning  and  a 
successful  Canadian  business- 
man, passed  away  unexpectedly  on  1 
November  2001. 

Petro  Jacyk  was  primarily  a builder, 
and  in  his  philanthropic  activities — just 
as  in  his  business  work  in  the  construc- 
tion industry — he  strived  to  erect  a solid 
edifice  of  Ukrainian  studies  in  the  West. 

It  was  not  by  chance  that  one  of  the 
first  projects  he  supported  was  the 
multi-volume  Entsyklopediia  ukraino- 
znavstva  (Encyclopedia  of  Ukrainian 
Studies),  which  he  recognised  as  an  in- 
dispensable foundation  of  Ukrainian 
studies.  The  next  stage  of  this  work  was 
realised  in  Canada  with  the  publication 
of  the  English-language  Encyclopedia  of 
Ukraine.  The  second  aspect  of  construct- 
ing firm  foundations  for  Ukrainian 
studies  in  the  West  was  the  publication 
of  an  essential  history  of  Ukraine  in 
English.  Following  extensive  consulta- 


tions with  historians  and  other  special- 
ists, Mykhailo  Hrushevsky’s  monumen- 
tal History  of  Ukraine-Rus ’ was  chosen 
as  the  work,  which  would  present  the 
history  of  Ukraine  to  the  world  in  an 
authoritative  manner.  Following  a 
$1,000,000  donation  by  Petro  Jacyk  to 
the  University  of  Alberta  (matched  two- 
to-one  by  the  Government  of  Alberta), 
the  Peter  Jacyk  Centre  for  Ukrainian  His- 
torical Research  was  established  at  CIUS 
to  deal  with  the  translation  and  publica- 
tion of  this  multi- volume  work.  To  date, 
the  Peter  Jacyk  Centre  has  published  three 
volumes  of  Hrushevsky’s  History,  winning 
international  acclaim  for  their  high  stand- 
ards of  translation  and  editing. 

It  was  on  these  foundations — an  es- 
sential history  that  would  represent  the 
Ukrainian  people  before  the  world  and 
a national  encyclopedia,  which  defined 
the  heritage  of  Ukraine — that  Peter 
Jacyk  foresaw  the  further  building  of  the 
edifice  of  Ukrainian  studies  in  the  West. 
Hence,  he  initiated  other  programmes 
at  prestigious  universities — Harvard, 
Alberta,  Columbia,  and  Toronto.  In  the 
last  years  of  his  life,  Mr.  Jacyk  began 
building  what  might  be  called  the  walls 
and  roof  of  this  edifice — programmes 
that  would  would  inform  the  world 
about  Ukraine  and  Ukrainians.  He  thus 
established  several  programmes  for  the 
study  of  contemporary  Ukraine:  the 
Peter  Jacyk  Ukrainian  Studies  Program 
at  Columbia  University  in  New  York,  the 
Peter  Jacyk  Distinguished  Fellowship 
program  at  Harvard,  and  finally,  the 
Petro  Jacyk  Program  for  the  Study  of 
Ukraine  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 

Mr.  Jacyk  was  the  foremost  builder  of 
Ukrainian  studies  in  the  West,  in  the 
fullest  sense  of  the  word.  CIUS  and  the 
Ukrainian  community  worldwide  con- 
tinue to  mourn  his  loss,  while  celebrat- 
ing his  achievements.
